first names or initials. They will thni 
be enabled to have their mall lay in 
the poatoffloe a day or two.

outside, but "James Smith" on the in- 
side, don't be particular about return- 
ing it to the carrier or to the office, as 
it only costs $300 for the luxury of 
keeping other people's mail. 


3. Do not sign your street number 


to your correspondence-, aa there it a 
directory at the postoffice and, of 
coarse, you do not mind a delay of a 
day or two for the carriers to find ont 
where you live.
